ELECTION LAW CHANGES. 


Provides for Compulsory Primaries and 
Pro Ratios: Vote. 


The legislature adjourned sine 
die Sunday morning, after passing 
the new election law. The Houston 
Poet summarizes the changes in 
the law as follows: 
The most important change in 
the existing law is the substitution 
of compulsory primaries in lieu of 
the option between primaries and 
convention*; b l a n k e t ballots in­ 
stead of strip ballots; supervisors 
or watchers in each election pre­ 
cinct; 
each party is guaranteed 
representation in 
voting places, 
etc. The compulsory primary sys­ 
tem is a compromise between the 
State blanket primary and the con­ 
vention. 
The bill provides that 
in the matter of State and district 
otlicers, the convention vote of 
each county, based as now upon 
the vote for governor at the next 
preceding election, shall be pro 
rated among the several candidates 
for each office. 
It provides that 
the respective executive commit­ 
tees shall make up the convention 
rolls upon reports from the coun­ 
ties; that if, after three ballots 
have been taken for any office, 
without a nomination being made, 
that the candidate receiving the 
lowest vote shall be dropped on 
each succeeding ballot. 
The gen­ 
eral pro rating scheme, applying as 
it does all over the State, will in ­ 
evitably 
result in 
an immense 
am ount of figuring. 
It is claimed 
that State and district conventions 
will need the service of an expert 
mathematician. 
For example: 
Suppose Brown 
gets 500 votes in a certain county, 
Smith 300 and Jones 200. 
The 
total votes cast in that county are, 
hence, 1000. 
OI these Bown gets 
half, Smith 
approximately one- 
third and Jones one-fifth. 
Now, 
suppose the county cast 6000 votes 
in the last gubernatorial race, then 
on a basis of one convention vote 


to every 300 voters, its convention 
vote is two. 
Of these Brown gets 
one-half or one vote, Jones gets 
one-third or two-thirds of a vote, 
and Smith gets one-fifth or two- 
fifths of a vote in the convention 
Now, bring vulgar fractions of this 
sort into a State convention from 
240 and odd counties and tho mag 
nitude of the problem is evident 
Another feature of the bill which 
is new in Texas and of interest is 
the initiative provision. It declares 
that when IO per cent of the voters 
of any political party desire to 
have questions submitted to them 
at a primary or when delegates are 
elected to conventions they may 
petition the chairman of the county 
executive committee and he shall 
be required to print that question 
on the ballot. 
□ The bill also corrects numerous 
contradictions and incongruities in 
the existing law. 
Experts here

Main Street. 


Pursuant to 
instructions from 
the city council, Alderman Boyle, 
representing the electric light com­ 
mittee, visited Calvert Sunday af­ 
ternoon and was met there by Mr. 
J. Adoue and 
shown over the 
town for 
an inspection of the 
street lights In use there. 
Mr. 
Boyle is well pleased with what 
he learned, and says that town is 
satisfactorily lighted by using 32- 
candle power incandescent globes 
on the business streets and 16- 
candle-power globes in the resi­ 
dence section, on alternate streets. 
For these the city pays $2.50 each 
per month for the 32’s and $1.25 
each for the 16’s. 
Mr. Boyle is of the opinion that 
a similar arrangement can 
be 
made in Bryan, using three 32 
lights on each block 
on 
Main 
street, one at the intersection of 
cross streets and one in the middle 
of the block. 
This would require 
for Main street eleven to fourteen 
lights. 
The railroad crossings are 
already similarly lighted. 
For the residence portion of 
town it is proposed to also follow 
the Calvert plan, putting in 16- 
candle power lamps on every al­ 
ternating street running east and 
west, the lights to be placed where 
these streets intersect those run­ 
ning north and south, and sus­ 
pended so as to shine with equal 
brightness in all directions, or in 
other words on all four streets 
This is found satisfactory in the 
residence portions of Calvert, and 
the people up there say they would 
not be without them. 
The prices 
named for lights in Calvert are 
for all-night service, moonlight as 
well as dark nights. 
The matter of lighting Main 
street will be easily done as the 
po^es and wires are already in 
readiness. 
In the residence part 
of town where the poles are not 
properly situated a longer time 
will be required. 
Mr. Adoue is expected down 
from Calvert one day this week to 
agree with the committee on a con­ 
tract, and thus it appears that an­ 
other knotty problem is about to 
be satisfactorily settled 
by the 
council. 
Street lights will certain­ 
ly be a boon to the community.
